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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a method of increasing the 
photo luminescence of an Erbium Oxide thin film comprising reacting the Erbium sputtered 
atoms with 02 in a gas phase, depositing the Erbium Oxide on a substrate having Silicon Oxide 
film and annealing at low and high temperatures to increase cystallinity. The prior art teaches 
puttering Erbium Oxide on a Silicon substrate but not a Silicon Oxide layer. Increased 
photoluminescence is achieved with the Silicon Oxide layer in combination with the annealing 
treatments.
